REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


_ As Superintending Committee of the public schools in Hamp- 
ton Falls, I offer the following report, for the year ending March, 
1870: — 

DISTRICT eNO 
Prudential Committee, 
Mr. EDWIN JANVRIN. 


The summer and winter terms in this district were taught 
by Miss Nellie Thompson, of Epping. 7 
There were many difficulties to overcome before this school 
could be brought into a good working condition. Very quietly 
the teacher removed all obstacles in the way of the school’s 
progress. When visiting this school, I continually wondered at 
the complete order so persistently maintained without show or 
noise on the part of the teacher. She held all in obedience by 
the irresistible power of a determined purpose and continued 
kindness. So completely did she gain the good-will of the 
scholars, that their only fear seemed to be that they might not 
please their teacher. Hence the progress of the school was 
thorough and rapid. 
DISTRICT No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, 
' Mr. JonN C. SANBORN. 


Summer term taught by Miss Clara M. Pike. 
The school was always orderly, interested and studious. The 


teacher found continued delight in the pupils, and they in her;

so from beginning to end the school moved harmoniously. 
While visiting it, I could find little or no fault; nor could | sug- 
gest any new thing that I thought would be an improvement. 
Winter term taught by Mr. Henry W. Eldridge, of Kensington. 
I visited the school twice during the first two weeks, when all 
things appeared to be working favorably for the usefulness of 
the school. The testimony of those who saw it later was, that 
the term, though short, had been successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee, 
Mr. N. H. Rosie. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Fannie 
K. Tilton, of Derry. During the first four or five weeks of this 
term the school was disorderly; the pupils manifested little in- 
terest in their studies. Afterward, good order was restored and 
maintained to the end. The teacher, though possessing the 
requisite amount of book-knowledge, wanted the vigor to inter- 
est the scholars, and that tact which alone insures success. 
Throughout the term there was little progress, apparent. 

Winter term taught by Miss M. W. Lamprey, of North Hamp- 
ton. Possessing abundant energy herself, she soon inspired the 
pupils with the same spirit. If I have one fault to find with her 
method, it was that she helped the scholars too much, carrying 
them; when I think, for the permanent good of the school, it 
would have been better to have encouraged them to overcome 
the difficulties by their own efforts. The general deportment of 
the school this term was good; the progress in the various 
branches of study good. 

At the commencement of the summer terms, I introduced 
Guyot’s Series of Geographies, in the place of half a dozen 
different kinds. Such a motley collection of text-books as has 
crept into the schools is a great hindrance. Half the teacher’s

time is wasted when there are three or four different kinds of 
text-books used in what should be one class. There is a great 
need in the schools of a uniform and better series of Readers. 
Those now used are in many cases only stumbling blocks to the 
scholars. 1 found scholars reading in books where they had no 


more interest or understanding of the subject than if it had © 


been the philosophy of Hegel. They saw no idea, so they 
merely fell over the words. No scholar can be taught to read 
well unless the thought of the subject is apprehended, as wellas 
the words pronounced. The progress of the pupil in reading 
should not be reckoned so much by the number of BIG words he 
can pronounce, as by the degree he enters into the thought of 
the subject, and feelingly utters it. Don’t hurry the children 
forward into dig reading books; it retards their real progress. 
The progress of the pupil should be reckoned not by the 
amount he commits to memory and can automatically repeat if 
set agoing, but by the development of his reason and under- 
standing. ‘The times demand not so much scholastic parrots as 
practical thinking men and women. ‘To this end the public 
schools, I think, should be more devoted, for this the teachers 
and books selected.
